Levison was very concerned over King's involvement 
in anti-Vietnam war activities and in particular. the effect 
it will have on the SCLC.

1967, anti-war demonstration 
to be heli in New York City (NYC) outside the United Nations 
— headquarters. In elaborating. Levison pointed out 

hat the SCLC had to bear in mind that in the fund raising 4 
letters which it had sent out, no mention was ever made of 
the peace issue and no request was made for money for peace 
activities Levison was of the opinion that King 1d be 
asked by the press to explain why that was not done 


King was of the opinion that something should be 
sent to SCLC contributors explaining that his involvement 
in peace activities was a matter of personal conscience on 
his part and that as an organization, the SCLC is basically 
committed to civil rights activities, and that it does not 
use any of. its funds for peace activities E 
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Levison was in agreement with King's suggestion 
and commented that contributions to the SCLC had not fallen 
off as a consequence of King's recent statements on the | 
Vietnam war. Levison's apprehension over King's decision 
to get involved was not due to any specific criticism or 
loss of funds but instead, was anticipatory of future complaints. 
Levison pointed out that their fund raising activities are 
for civil rights and net for peace activities It was his 
feeling that a fraud would be committed if some explanation 
was not made to contributors Levison agreed to handle the 
matter himself, thereby relieving King of the responsibilities 
inherent to such a task oF 


Levison ingujred of King if he had been told about 
a letter which J e (publishers representative) had 
received from No ousins, the Editor of the "Saturday “i 
Review", pointing 6ut that this publication would not run N. 
any of King's articles or any of the SCLC's material, since a 
King and his organization had become active in the anti-war 4 
demonstrations. Cousins said the name of King and the SCLC 

would be mud within — months, therefore, it would not be 
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profitable to run f their articles. King commented that 
he had sent Andre dung, the Executive Director of the SCLC, 
to see Cousins t6 explain the positions of King and the SCLC. 
Levison wanted to know if Cousins changed hisopirion after 
teing informed that it was a matter of conscience on King's 
part which had changed his position on the war in Vietnam 
Cousin position was such that he felt that peace demonstrations 
were "Hate America" forces and that they would end up 
doing more harm than good; that they would b about a 
Climate that would really call more for escalation than 
de-escalation.

In connection with remarks made by Dr. King while 
in Chicago over the period March 24-25, 1967, generally critical 
of the implementation of the open housing accord reached during 
August, 1966, the Chicago Sun-Times," edition of March 28, 
1967, contained an article which set forth the comments of Ir. 
James . Cook, President of the Leadership Council for Metro- 
politan Open Communities. This is the Council set up for the 
purpose of acting as a "watch dog“ group to insure that the 
open housing pact would be implemented. 


Cook, in a press conference held on March 24, 1967, 
at 155 North Wacker Drive, Council headquarters, branded King's 
warning made that same day that Chicago and Cicero may face 
“more massive” demonstrations during the coming Summer as a 
“negative statement." He stated that talk of "marches, demonstra- 
tions, a possible riot and bloodsbed has a tendency to uncork 
the bottle.” He advised that he was not aware of King’s motiva- 
tion for these remarks, but felt that his comments did not help 
the situation. He commended the cooperation given him by local 
civil rights leaders on the Council, but in connection with 
criticisms made by representatives of the CFM of the implementa- 
tion of the open housing accord, described CFM charges as “a 
breach of faith.” He charged that several individuals associated 
with the local freedom movement had deliberately leaked parts of 
a CFM report critical of the open housing implementation and 
referred to this as "the q ly clear-cut case of bad faith I 


bave encountered since I took this responsibility.” Referring

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to the CFM critique of local agencies, he stated, In some 
cases accusations were made based on erroneous or insufficient 
information; in other cases misunderstandings existed, and in 
still other cases there were honest differences of opinion as 
to the progress being made . . .My impression is that the city 
agencies are doing a darn good job on the agreement. . .” 
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The confidential source, above, advised that during 
the evening hours of March 25, 1967, Dr. King departed Chicago, 
Illinois, enroute to St. Louis, Missouri. His mode of travel 
and his purpose for visiting St. Louis was unknown to this source,

— “Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of Nazi“ or "National Socialism” in 
A Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL’s 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George : 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. . 


On August 14, 1964, a source advised that ANP-WUFENS was 
organized by GFORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at hig residence in Arlington, 
Virginia, on February 26, 1956, as an international "National 
Socialist” wovement based on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf 
Hitler. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality 
in this Party; that he is espousing a “line” of hatred against the 
Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, distri- 
bution of literature and picketing, to establish a cohesive and ö 
dominant political party in the United States and in foreign countries. 


According to the "Stormtrooper’s Manual,” an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first “to make ourselves known to the nasses“;

On August 19, 1966, the source advised that GEORGE LINCOLN

On October 11, 1966, CLARENCE JONES told 
STANLEY LEVISON that DOUGLAS PUGH had informed him that 
MC GEORGE BUNDY and the Ford Foundation are quite interested 
in MARTIN LUTHER KING and the SCLC. According to JONES, 
PUGH said one of the policy discussions of the Foundation 
is concerned with the programs they might finance in the 
Civil Rights Movement and that PUGH was directed to see if 
he could sit in on the discussions that KING and his 
advisors would be having. 


LEVISON stated that he had spoken with an 
individual from the Ford Foundation for several hours 
and was told the same thing, that they are interested. . 
LEVISON said he was told that BUNDY wants to give some- 
thing to the SCLC because he wants to keep his relationship 
with Senator ROBERT KENNEDY of New York, hoping that when 
KENNEDY "gets in“, BUNDY will be called back at a high level 


LEVISON said he talked to KING about what kind 
of proposals to make to the Ford Foundation and that 
LEVISON raised the matter of voter registration in the 
South on the basis that there is much work to be done 
and foundations used to support this. He said KING felt 
this was a top priority for then. 


LEVISON felt that PUGH should be invited when 
they discuss voter registration and its significance in 
the South. He said JONES should tell KING this and that 
they should schedule this discussion for a specific day 
and invite PUGH to be there for it. 
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on October 15, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and 
BAYARD RUSTIN were in contact regarding the question 
of black power and a statement which appeared in the 
"New York Times" on October 14, 1966, concerning this 
issue. LEVISON said that when he asked MARTIN LUTHER 
KING the reason for his positive reply to the question 
"Do you endorse the statement issued by other civil 
rights leajer3?", he replied, "I thought we agreed that 
this is what I would say". LEVISON added he then 
reminded KING of what he had told him earlier saying 
he should say he found nothing in it that he did not 
agree with, but his own statement to the press was 
his feeling on the matter. LEVISON explained that the 
statement was different from the endorsement. 


LEVISON commented that the "New York Times" 
article by GENE ROBERTS was placed in the paper intentionally, 
for they apparently wanted him (KING) to take that position. 


RUSTIN said KING had to make up his mind publicly 
and state whether he endorses the statement or not. LEVISON 
explained with regard to KING's position that it could be 
that there was only a certain margin of difference between 
KING and the others, and KING differs only in the fact that 
he did not want to ignore or isolate those who have an 
roneous slogan at the present time.

RUSTIN mentioned that he had talked to FLOYD 
MC KISSICK, Director of the Congress of Racial Equality 
CORE), that morning, and his position was that he just 
id not know why they continue telling "white folks” what 
their purposes are, and they have been telling the whites 
for too long what they believe. 


RUSTIN made the observation that KING would be 
in a jam when hundreds of Negroes in the country would be 
endorsing and signing a stetement of this nature if his 
name was not on it. He said in his opinion, that it was 
a very serious mistake for KING, LEVISON explained that 
it was his feeling that KING would not sign the statement 
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; 


no matter how many were going to sign it. RUSTIN 
commented that one cannot continuously put himself 
in the middle this way and that was what KING had 
done again. RUSTIN said that was bad with a large 
segment of white liberals, and it was also bad with 
the Negro middle class, LEVISON said he was not 
convinced of that, but added that it may be bad with 7 
some white liberals.

LEVISON suggested that RUSTIN should write to 
KING about this situation. LEVISON mentioned that he had

On October 15, 1966, LEVISON was in contact 
with ANDREW YOUNG, Executive Director, SCLC. LEVISON 

acquainted YOUNG with the story in the "New York Times": 

that "Doctor King Endorses Racial Statement, Backs Negroes 
Repudiation of Black Power Concept". LEVISON suggested 

that KING had to write a letter to the "Times" in which 

he could clearly define where he stood. YOUNG made the 1 
suggestion that they needed to say that the press came * 
out ard defined the context of the statement in the press 

and gave a misleading effect to it and the press should 

not continue to do this. LEVISON said that RUSTIN felt U 
that KING could not stay in the middle; it could do him 
tremendous harm. LEVISON said he told RUSTIN that KING 

wanted to be in the middle, LEVISON also suggested that 

they could also say that KING was endorsing the four 

principles of that statement. 


With regard to the statement to which 
reference is made, on October 14, 1966, 
the "New York Times", on Page 27, carried 
an article which was captioned, 7 Negro 
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Leaders Issue a Statement of Principles 
Repudiating Black Power Concepts 
Although KING was not one of the signers 
of the declaration, that statement quoted 
Dr. JOHN MORSELL, Assistant National 
Director of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP), 
as having said that the absence of KING's 
name was not a rejection by KING of the 
statement. 


The four principles in the statement to which 
LEVISON referred are: 


"We are committed to the attainment of 
racial justice by democratic process". 


"We repudiate any strategies of violence, 
reprisal or vigilantism, and we condemn 
both rioting end the demogoguery that 
feeds it", 


"We are committed to integration, by which 
we mean an end to every barrier which 
segregation and other forms of discrimination 
have raised against the enjoyment by Negro 
Americans of their human constitutional 
rights". 228 


"As we are committed to the goal of integra- 
tion into every aspect of the national life, 
we are equally committed to the common 
responsibility of all Americans, both white 
and black, for bringing integration to pass". 


YOUNG explained that he felt that KING, in his 
statement, should say that while he realized the role of 
the Urban League and the NAACP, he never thought his role 
to be synonymous with theirs, and that while he understood 
the frustrations of the black people and their disillusionmen 
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with the administration, he was not ready to give up. 
LEVISON agreed with YOUNG, YOUNG indicated that he 

believed that the administration was trying to divide 
"us", but that KING was not ready to say so. LEVISON 
indicated that he weuld like to get something in "The

Tne "New York Times", Monday, October 17, 
1966, on Page 42, carried an article 
captioned “Dr. King Clarifies His Stand”. 
In it, KING is reported to have endorsed 
the four ‘gr les contained in the 
October 14, 1966 statement of the seven 
Negro leaders. He said, however, that he 
did not endorse the manifesto because he 
feared it might be interpreted by the press 
and public as en attempt to "excommunicate" 
from the civil rights movement such black 
power-oriented organizations as the Student

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On October 15, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and MARTIN 
LUTHER KING we-e in contact. LEVISON mentioned the article 
in the Tines about KING's endorsement of the statement 
and KING repliec, "That just shows you how you can get into 
a bind", LEVISON said he was convinced that RUSTIN did 
that; and he thought that RUS TI. wanted to box KING in. (¢} 
LEViSON suggested that the way to handle the matter was 
to send a letter to the "Times" acknowledging the endorse- 
ment of the statement, but adding that the endorsement was 
of the four principles that KING had always accepted; 
however, the press had chosen to read this act as a rejection

On October 15, 1966, CLARENCE JONES introduced 
DOUGLAS’ PUGH to MARTIN LUTHER KING. JONES described PUGH 
as the person who has a substantive role in the planning 
of the Ford Foundation concerning poverty and civil rights. 
JONES said he felt it was important for KING to talk with 


PUGE told Mrd that he had spoken to JONES about 
MC GEORGE BUNDY, who is ready to move in the civil rights 
field. KING noted that he was scheduled to meet with BUNDY 
on Tuesday, October 18, 1966, after which he wants to work 
out a proposal mich will be helpful to the Ford Foundation. 
PUGH suggested that in KING's meeting with BUNDY, the 
conversation should be broad and imaginative and that KING 
should talk in terms of big money.

KING suggested that he meet with PUGH after his 
discussion with BUNDY. PUGH stated that KING could reach 
him at the Ford Foundation which he recently joined after 
having worked with HARYOU-ACT and the anti-poverty program. 
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On October 18, 1966, STANLEY LEVISON and MARTIN 
LUTHER KiNG were in contact. KING related that he had had 
a meeting with MC GEORGE BUNDY of the Ford Foundation 
earlier in the morning in the office of HARRY WACHTEL. 
KING said that the meeting went very well and, in fact, 
the Foundation plans to send some personnel to Atlanta 
to work out the proposal concerning voter registration 
in the South. y 


KING said BUNDY would present the proposal on 
voter registration to his Board in December, 1966. BUNDY, 
according to KING, is convinced that the Foundation will

KING then reminded LEVISON of the meeting 
scheduled for 2:30 p.m. that date in his suite at the 
New York Hilton Hotel.

JACKSON said he was concerned if LEVISON was 
Planning to come to Chicago next week since he and 
Dr. Mr LUTHER KING were supposed to have lunch on 
Thursday, October 27, 1966, with sche Negro press 
writers, and on Friday, Bread Basket“ meets, LEVISON 
promised to be there on Tuesday and would work with 
JACKSON on Tuesday and Wednesday. JACKSON told LEVISON 
he should come to 5748 Kinpark Avenue, which is located 
two blocks from the University of Chicago. y 
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LEVISON, in divert ing his attention from Chicago 
to Houston, Texas, said 2 OOVER, SCLC field vorker, 
was in Houston working on the‘SCLC project. He said even 
though HOOVER has had experience in such things, she should 
have some supervision because the project is so important 
to the SCLC. He described the project as one which has 
never been undertaken before, and it entails turning to the 
community and organizing things in the community so that 
"you are solidly resting on the Negro community”. | 


JACKSON mentioned addressing the American Jewish 
Congress Aso) on October 22, 1966, and came away feeling 
that the relationship with the AJC had not been sufficiently 
appealed to; that it was necessary to cultivate relationship 
with the rabbis all across the country. LEVISON replied — 
that reaching the radbis was not always effective for reaching 
a slum landlord, beceuse a sium landlord often does not go 
to a synagogue. LEVISON said he is on the National Executive 
Board of the AJC, and for the past couple of weeks, the Board 
has been meeting with the new National President, a rabbi 
from Cleveland by the name of LELYVELD., This rabbi, LEVISON 
seid, was beaten up in Mississippi; he has taken the position 
that he will not back up because of "Black Power", but on the 
contrary, wants to understand it. In fact, according to 
LEVISON, LELYVELD had discussions with FLOYD MC KISSICK,~ 
Director of CORE, about the topic. LEVISON described LELYVELD 
as an untypical white liberal since he was not running away 
or using Black Power" as an excuse for diminishing his 
interest.

Continuing, LEVISON said the thing about LELYVELD 
that surprised him was that he is an apologist for "Black 
Power". LEVISON said when he (LEVISON) argued that the term 
"Black Power is not a good slogan, but stressing at the same 
time the need for power and the need for black consciousness, 
LELYVELD argued that the term "Black Power" is a good slogan. 
LEVISON said that meant that LELYVELD has a pretty advanced 
type of thinking.

that regard, KING said RALPH HELSTEIN had advised 
against the meeting in view of the newspaper article 
in “The New York Daily News" to the effect that KING 
was to meet HOFFA to get funds. HELSTEIN, according 
to KING, was of the opinion that to go through with 
the meeting would alienate friends in other unions and 
raise some questions as to what deal was made between 
KING and HOFFA.

On Kovember 9, 1966, CLARENCE JONES and ANDREW

This telegram, attributed to KING, was in 
substance as follows:

On November 11, 1966, CLARENCE JONES and STANLEY 
LEVISON were in contact during the evening. The contact 
wat to permit JONES to relate to LEVISON what transpired 
during his two day meeting with the Teamsters. The following 
is in substance, wnat took place according to JONES: 


JONES, MARTIN LUTHER KING, President of the SCLC, 
JAMES HOFFA, President of the Teamsters, HAROLD GIBBONS, 
Assistant to HOFFA, met on Thursday, November 10th, to 
discuss problems of the SCLC, particularly those concerning 
the Chicego operations. JONES said they agreed to cooperate 
in matters concerning the SCLC. Financial support to the 
SCLC was promised by the Teamsters after GIBBONS pointed 
out that it was much easier for the Teamsters to sustain 
the SCLC on a continuing basis than meke an outright 
contribution. GIBBONS said it was nothing for the Teamsters 
to provide fifty thousand dollars on a periodic basis in a 
cooperative program with SCLC. 
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In describing HOFFA's attitude during the 
meeting, JONES said he took a very statesmanlike attitude 
towards the jurisdictional dispute in Chicago, HOFFA 
promised to enter the dispute on a cooperative basis and 
agreed that "However the jurisdiction falls on the nature 
of the work, that's the way they will take it, even if

LEVISON inquired as to what impression HOFFA 
made on KING. JONES said he, JONES, did not get a chance 
to find out as they went their en way when the meeting 
broke.

It was LEVISON's ovinion that the last sentence 
in the statement should be deleted because it was defensive 
ar.d sounded as though the Negro leadership was asking for 
immunity for POWELL.

LEVISON was concerned about an article which

KING was very upset over WILLIAMS’ story, 
especially since the articles made it appear as though 
the drive in Chicago had failed and, therefore, KING 
should not have commenced the drive in the first place. 
It was KING's suggestion to have YOUNG and ABERNATHY 
calm WILLIAMS, but LEVISON was of the opinion that some- 
thing more than calming him was involved. It was LEVISON's 
feeling that WILLIAMS was not competent to conduct the 
Chicago registration drive. The minimum treatment to be 
given WILLI‘MS, LEVISON felt, should be to have him 
stripped of his title as Director of the Chicago drive. 


It was KING's feeling that such drastic action, 
advocated by LEVISON, should not be taken without KING 
having the opportunity to confront WILLIAMS in person. 
Although LEVISON agreed to abide by KING's position, he 
instructed ABERNATHY to relate to WILLIAMS that he wanted 
his title taken away or to dismiss him. LEVISON wanted 


to get across to WILLIAMS just how much he was upset over 
his conduct. 


LEVISON reportedly commented that due to WILLIAMS’ 
impulsiveness, the SCLC is always being embarrassed by some 
statement he makes off the top of his head. KING agreed 
with LEVISON and said WILLIAMS alienates many people wherever 


he goes, and then looks for someone to blame for his own 
shortcomings. 


It was agreed that with reference to the WILLIAMS — 
statement, that YOUNG and ABERNATHY should issue some state- 
ment re pudiating the article attributed to WILLIAMS. KING 
instructed YOUNG to tell WILLIAMS just how upset he was 
over his statement and that it could not be taken lightly. 
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KING, in digressing to another subject, said 
he was also upset over articles in magazines which 
inferred that his day was over and that he could no 
longer appeal to the people in the ghetto, It was 
his feeling that such articles contribute nothing 
positive. 


LEVISON felt that in regard to the SCLC's 
efforts in Chicago, that a proper interpretation should 
be explained to reporters covering the scene. The 
approach which WILLIAMS took, LEVISON commented, was 
from a defensive standpoint. In order to rebut WILLIAMS, 
LEVISON said reporters should be told that problems in 
the Northern cities are ite different from those the 
SCLC experienced in its Southern drives. 4

On February 2, 1967, STANLEY LEVISON was in 
contact concerning a Ford Foundation grant to the SCLC 


with Dr. KENNETH CLARK, a professor at the City College 
of New York.

LEVISON wanted to know if Dr. CLARK had heard 
anything new from the Ford Foundation. CLARK related 
that he recently spent time at the headquarters of the 
Ford Foundation, and had learned that the Foundation had 
positively decided to rake the grant. In fact, CLARK . 
commented that mather or not the Foundation acted 
before KING returned to the United States from Jamaica 
there would be funds on which to operate the organization.

On February 7, 1967, STANLEY LEVISON ool 
with THOMAS-OFFENBERGER of the SCLC Public Relations Office. 
LEVISON took the opportunity to express his displeasure with 
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an article which "The New York Times" carried on 
February 7, 1967, pointing out that the civil rights 
movement was dying all across the South, and concluded 
with a statement attributed to ANDREW YOUNG, the 
Executive Director of the SCLC, that contributions to 
the SCLC were down 40 percent from last year. 4 


LEVISOR was very angry to read that YOUNG had 
let himself get into such an embarrassing situation. In 
fact, according to LEVISON, YOUNG was very inaccurate 
when he attributed the decline to a lack of contributions 
from Northern liberals. It was LEVISON's contention that 
contributions from the liberals were up, but contributions 
from Negroes were down, and maintained that this was due 
to a failure to organize fund raising among Negroes. Hoveve 
the contributions from Negroes should increase, LEVISON 
opined, since appeal letters from the SCLC just went out. U 


The next thing in the article which upset 
LEVISON, the source advised, was a statement that the 
NAACP and the Urban League were the only organizations 
still operating in the South, while the other direct 
action organizations had given up. In order to rebut 
that statement, LEVISON instructed OFFENBERGER to prepare 
a list of all the activities in which the SCLC is involved 
in the South. In preparing the list, LEVISON commented 
that he wanted it to show activity on the part of affiliates 
and local groups as a result of past activity. As an 
example of what he had in mind, LEVISON mentioned that 
YOUNG had told him about a fermers cooperative which an 
ALBERT TURNER recently organized in the South. LEVISON 
contended that in publicizing this type of activity, it 
would show that the direct action movement left these 
very important pools of support where the local people 
are carrying on. LEVISON suggested that OFFENBERGER 
prepare an article incorporating the information about 
their activities, then he, LEVISON, would try to get 
it printed in "The New York Times" magazine section. 
LEVISON feit that if such an article were published, 
1t would refute the statements contained in "The New | 
York Times” article. u 
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LEVISON inquired of OFFENBERGER as to how 
many people the SCLC has in the South. OFFENBERGER was 
of the opinion that about 50 people are actually considered 
as SCLC workers, including the field secretaries. Most of

According to OFFENBERGER, HOSEA WILLIAMS 
Special Projects Director of the scLc, has just returned 
south from Chicago, Illinois, and has brought an additional 
fifteen SCLC workers with him. These people will be 
deployed in new ventures which the SCLC will undertake, 
CFFENBERGER remarked. These people have been made possible, 
since, in OFFENBERGER's opinion, the SCLC has just about 
pulled out of the political sphere in Chicago.

LEVISON 10 
not think RUS TN should be entrusted with the task since, 
in LEVISON's opinion, RUSTIN is very weak on the subject of 
Viet Nam. Instead of RUSTIN writing the speech for KING, 
LEVISON felt that TOM OFFENBERGER, of the Public Relations

As a guide in preparing the speech, LEVISON told

On February 8, 1967, CLARENCE JONES and STANLEY 
LEVISON were in contact. concerning MARTIN LUTHER KING's 
trip to California later during the month. JONES wanted 
to advise that KING could pick up approximately $10,000.00

On February 18, 1967, MARTIN L XING, 
STANLEY LEVISON, ANDREW YOUNG and BINSON, 
Secretary-Treasurer of District 65, Retail, Wholesale 
and Department Store Union, AFL-CIO, were in conference 
concerning the role of MARTIN LUTHER KING and the peace 
movement. u. 


KING is desirous of taking a firm stand 
against the wa> in Viet Nam and of becoming a leader in 
the peace movement, which is currently attracting the 
support of students and “white liberals". He is, however, 
apprehensive of losing a forthcoming Ford Foundation grant 
11 the SCLC becomes involved with a radical group. JAMES 
BEVEL, Chicago SCLC leader, who is now leading a peace 
committee, has been pressing KING for support in this 
matter, but KING intends to stall him until March 6, 1967, 
when KING will attend a research committee meeting, 
concerning this problem, in New York City. 4 


YOUNG and ROBINSON favor overt action in this 
matter, viewing it as a moral problem requiring leadership 
of the masses, ROBINSON wants KING to contact ministers 
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and lead a grass roots peace movement. YOUNG favors 
influencing WALTER REUTHER of the AFL-CIO to join the 
peace movement, After REUTHER joins the movement, 

YOUNG advocates that KING approach President LYNDON B. 
JOHNSON and advise President JOHNSON that KING will no

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LEVISON is skeptical of overt action in 
this area. He feels the most effective stand for KING By 
is as the leader of the civil rights movement. KING, 
from this position, could attract support from the 
peace movement and exercise his influence through such 
individuals as Senators JACOB JAVITS, ROBERT KENNEDY, 
and WILLIAM FULBRIGHT. LEVISON also advocates 
persuading WALTER REUTHER to join the peace movement 
through his brother, VICTOR REUTHER. . :

DAVES, a publisher's representative in New York City who 


handles the books which KING writes, and HERMINE POPPER, 
who is editing KING's new book, were in conference. J. 
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POPPER is of the opinion that the chapters in 
the book written by KING and the chapters written by 
LEViSON are excellent, however, they are obviously 
written by two different people with two different 
points of view. She finds an inconsistency in the 
handling of such subjects as White America, middle 
Class Negroes, white liberals and Negroes' abilities 
in the economic sphere. She feels that these inconsistenci 
destroy the book's unity. y 
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KING and LEVISON disagree with her and feel 
that any differences are inconsequential and that no 
serious inconsistencies exist. LEVISON maintains that 
he knows exactly what KING is thinking and adapts his 
thinking to KING. LEVISON feels that any inconsistencies 
are due to poor formulation and not to a difference of 
thought or approach. Both LEVISON and KING will reread
